Government.

As chairman of this com­ 
mittee, I have proposed that 
we give the greatest empha­ 
sis to those areas of local gov­ 
ernment where, by tightening 
or simplifying certain proce­ 
dures, a tangible saving to the 
taxpayers can be effected 
along with closer control by 
the voting public.

The term "special listrlct" 
is applied to any lo ;il gov­ 
ernmental entity whic is nei­ 
ther a city, county, 1 wnship 
or village.

Usually a special district 
has: (1) a resident popula­ 
tion occupying a defined area; 
'(2) a-legally authorized gov­ 
erning body; (3) a separate le­ 
gal identity; (4) the power to 
provide certain public serv­ 
ices; and (5) a substantial de­ 
gree of autonomy, including

power lo levy tax assessment 
and raise at least a part of 
its own revenue.

IT IS KSTIMATKI) t'h;i< Cal­ 
ifornia has between MOO and 
and 6,000 districts of all types 
0000 districts of all typos in 
existence at the present time.

Excluding school and irri­ 
gation districts, which report 
financial transactions to the 
State Controller, as they have 
been required to do annually 
since 1949. The services they 
provide include everything 
from .sewers to cemeteries, 
flood control to fire protec­ 
tion, highways to hospitals,
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mosquito uljatomcnl to \v;itor 
maintenance.

Of the 2,9112 reporting, 1105 
a i1 1! governed by county 
hoards of supervisors, and 
1H77 by separate boards, some 
appointed and some elected. 
Of the total number, .')(>;> or 
12 percent are located in Los 
Angeles County.

MOST OF T1IKSE districts 
are performing legitimate and 
needed services, hul there is 
a general feeling that the 
number is far in excess of 
what is necessary or feasible 
from the standpoint of effi­ 
ciency, economy and simplici­ 
ty. Some are too far remov­ 
ed from scrutiny by the pub­ 
lic.

Several committees of the 
legislature have tackled this 
difficult problem in recent 
years, and for that reason our 
present study will be directed 
to certain specific aspects of 
special district procedure 
which previous investigation 
has revealed as holding the 
possibility of early reform.

ANOTHER AREA in which 

our committee feels it may be 
useful is that of cooperation 
between cities and counties 
and cities and cities to pro­ 
mote greater flexibility in 
meeting new situations creat­ 
ed by our expanding popula­ 
tion.

Both cities and counties 
have expressed an interest in 
the stimulation of cooperation 
of this kind, and' if it can be 
facilitated in any way by leg- 
islation, our committee will 
endeavor to discover how it 
can be done most profitably 
to the taxpayers.
